CAUGHT NEAR 
EAST BERLIN 


Maryland Man Captured by Farmer 
Near Adams 
Comity 
Town. 


Was Easily Recognized. 
Taken

Scott Johnson, murderer of James 
McAllister, of Cecil county, Md., 
who escaped near York from Sheriff 
Hager Thursday morning while tieing 
conveyed from Santa Rosa. Cal., to 
Elkton, Md., was captured Friday 
evening about dusk IO miles from 
York on the Old York road leading 
into East Berlin and was later tak^n 
to the York jail. Johns rn was tru d g ­ 
ing along the (lusty road and seem- d 
fatigued 
He was first seen by 
W il­ 
son B. Stambaugh, a cigannaker and 
farmer, who had been 
building 
a 
bouse 
at Eberton. 
Stamtiaugh wre 
driving along leisurely to his home 
w hen he came upon the self con fetted 
murderer. 
Stambaugh said: “ Ah soon as I saw 
him I knew* he was Johnson. 
He an­ 
swered to the description fully. 
lie 
had on the old gray suit aud gray cap. 
When he hurried 
I drove faster. 
“ Finally he sat down alongside the 
road to rest and I drove by him to my 
farm. 
I w’as sure from the descrip­ 
tion I had of him that it was the 
l ight man. 
I concluded to go and get 
a constable aru have him arrested. 
I went ovc. to Constable Henry* Stain- 
tiaugii and told him that I believed 
Scott Johnson was down the nsid. and 
that we had better go and arrect hi nu 
We went down to where he was and 
legan to talk with him 
He se m 
ed very nervous and did not seem in 
dined to talk. 
I sized him up pretty 
well then asked him if his name was 
Scott Johnson. 
He said No.* I said, 
‘Well come and go with me to the 
telephone and I will find o ut.’ 
“ He refused to go, whereupon the 
constable said, You will have t J go. * 
Johnson surveyed us. 
He doubtless 
concluded that it was no use to refuse 
longer, and he rcknowiedgtd that he 
was the right man. ” 
“ When I first liegan to speak with 
him ,’’ 
continued 
Stambaugh, 
I 
noticed be tried to hide his hands. 
I 
noticed that they were badly skinned 
and I at once thought that he dill it 
by jumping from the train. 
He ex 
pressed himself as w illing to go with 
us and me at once put him under ar 
rest and took him to York. ’ 
When Johnson got a glim!*** of the 
police headquarter he b**n*ine nervous. 
He was at once locked in an iron cell 
in the police headquarters, where he 
was kept over night, Sheriff Hager 
taking him t i Cecil county today. 
Johnson said that he had slept iii a 
barn just outside of York Thursday 
night and that he had l>egg«d some 
thing to eat from the houses along the 
road. Asked where he had intended to 
go, he said he was goiug back to his 
home. 
He could have made for him 
self a better disguise 
He had not 
changed any of his clothing, and w*ore 
the old gray cap, which eaahled Stain- 
I tough to identify bim. 
Almost any­ 
body could heve picket! him out of a 
dozen men, as he answered fully to 
the description given ut 
him.

said he was 28 years old. 
The two Stambaugh* claim th e$200 
reward offered by Sheriff Hager, The 
Sheriff does not think that his prisoner 
is mentally sound.

GENERAL BLISS LEADS REDS 


General Pew, Jr., Command* th* Blue 


Farce*, Who Will Defend Boston.

Middleton), Mass., Aug 14.—Today 
at noon Boston was besieged by an 
arm ed “enemy.” Landing somewhere 
on the southern coast of M assachu­ 
setts, the hostile force will make every 
effort to “capture” the metropolis of 
New England.

When the case came to trial all 
I could do was to ask for a voucher. 
To my surprise, plaintiff’s counsel pro­ 
duced a letter from Mr. Arbuckle or­ 
dering the goods. 
When I informed 
my client of the fact he was as much 
surprised as I. 
He did not remember 
writing such a letter and was stir# 
he had not written it. After consulta­ 
tion we became convinced that it was 
a forgery, and I claimed in court that 
it waa a forgery. Winfield thereupon 
hired the best handwriting expert to 
be had, who pronounced the document 
genuine. 
“How do you know that It is genu­ 
ine?” I asked the expert. 
“The question,” replied the expert, 
looking at me patronizingly, “involves 
a statem ent of how I reach my pro­ 
fessional conclusions. 
When the doc­ 
ument was submitted to me I sought 
to determine its dissimilarities from a 
conventional standard. 
Every person 
writes with one of a class of move 
ments we call forearm, wrist and fin­ 
ger movements. 
I can tell at a glance 
under what general system the w rit­ 
ing has been penned. 
“I analyzed the letter before the 
court, dissected every letter and not­ 
ed each departure from the standard. 
Such 
dissimilarities 
are 
Invariably 
found to be characteristic of the w rit­ 
er. 
He cannot depart from them. 
After analyzing the letter I took up 
other bits of writing of bis as fur­ 
nished by my client and dissected 
them just as in the case of the letter 
submitted to me for my opinion. 
I 
found in every one of these other speci­ 
mens the characteristics of the letter 
before th# court.” 
“How about disguised writing?” I 
asked. 
“In such cases the difficulty is not 
greatly increased. 
A person may suc­ 
cessfully disguise a few letters, but 
in the main bls natural variations 
from the accepted standard will be 
unmistakable. 
In cases of disguised 
handwriting I must first determine the 
method of the disguise, separating the 
real from the unreal features of the 
d isg u ise d natural handwriting. 
H av­ 
ing determined this, the rest is easy.” 
I took from my pocket a package of 
letters. 
“Here are specimens of chirogra­ 
phy,” I said, “presumed to have been 
written by my client. WHI you please 
examine them and tell me if they are 
genuine?” 
The expert asked for time and was 
gives till the next morning. 
Then be 
came into court and testified that of 
three letters I had given him one was 
genuine and two were not. 
I asked 
him to mark the letters, and he did 
so. I took them and, selecting the one 
that he had pronounced in Arbuckle’s 
handwriting, examined it carefully.

“What is your profession, Mr. Bar­ 
ley?* I asked. 
“Engraver.” 
I handed him the letter I held, told 
bim to examine It and asked him lf he 
wrote it. 
He replied that he did. 
The court, the jury and the specta­ 
tors pricked up their ears. 
Dismissing the witness, I called J a ­ 
cob Untermeyer. 
“W hat la your business. Mr. Unter­ 
meyer?” I asked.

TYING FLEECES. 


A Wool Box For This Furioso That 
Is Easily Mads. 
On some sheep fnrms a wool box la 
used to tie up the fleeces. The follow­ 
ing ii lustral ions from Modern Sheep 
show how the box is made: 
“Select three wide boards from three 
to four feet long. Hinge these together 
a* shown and saw the ends of the cen­ 


ter board off. and also hinge them as 
indicated In the drawing. A cleat of 
strap iron should be made to hold the 
sides of the Ik>x together, as shown In 
another illustration. 
“The fleece is folded, and the twine 
used for tying the same Is laid on the 
1h>x. as indicated by the dotted line. 
The sides and ends of the box are then

Heman O. Averill, commissioner of 
domestic 
animals

Connecticut, 
was recently asked to give a con­ 
demned statem ent of what constitute 
Ideal stable renditions. The following 
terse eenteneea were compiled by him: 
Barn on high ground with natural 
drainage. 
No piles *tf manure against or near 
baru. 
Overhead tra* k with carrier for re 
moviug manure. 
Manure carefully removed twice ev­ 
ery day. 
Stable abow ground, with no cellar 
under stable. 
Stable thirty-two feet 
wide aud eight feet high. 
Stable to 
have ea stern and western exposures. 
Continuous rows of window sash on 
each side. 
Cow* iu double row. facing each oth­ 
er. east aud west. 
Every cow should occupy the same 
stanchion every time. 
Interior of stable whitewashed with 
spray pump semiannually. 
Floor of stable cerneut. Drops eight 
inches deep and sixteen inches wide. 
King system ventilation and wi*** 
window ventilation 
Sawdust, shaving or cut bedding to 
keep cows cleam 
Cow* should I** brushed off every 
day w lieu in the stable. 
The udder should be wiped with a 
dam p cloth just before milking. 
Milking should be done with clean 
dry hands. 
A partially covered milk pall should 
lie used.

Feet! aud care for him sensibly 
and 
carefully, 
work 
him 
properly, 
groom hi* well, see that hi* stable is 
saultary, anil he will thrive, work aud 
enjoy life. Horses enjoying the luxury 
of life such as we have outlined ure 
damaged aud insulted by every dose of 
doi»e mixed in their feed or squirted 
or poured into their mouth*. 


Vigor In tbs Flock. 
I have learned from the words of 
caution which have been spoken by 
the experienced shepherds and ex 
pressed by standard sheep literature, 
says a breeder, that the most impor 
tant thing in the handling of a dock of 
sheep is to obtain aud increase if po* 
sible a high state of vigor In the flock. 
It is very important to select a good 
ram. His eyes should t>e full and ag ­ 
gressive. with broad chest, as shown 
by a front look at the ram, with full­ 
ness of the ribs behind the shoulder*, 
all of whiih are indications of that 
high type of vigor which is so essen­ 
tial for the rara at the head of the 
flock. 


MOLASSES FOR ROADS. 


Of Groat Value In Improving High­ 
ways When Mixed With Lime. 
Molasses mixed with lime and oil is 
being exi>er1mented with by the United 
States department of agriculture in 
roadrnaking. 
and 
this 
combination 
promises to prove of great value In 
bettering the highways in certain sec­ 
tions of the country. 
Last fall the experts of th# United 
States deportment of agriculture made 
several experiments on the streets of 
Newton. Afssa. One that attracted no­ 
tice on the part of authorities on street 
construction and no little ridicule wee 
what was dubbed the “molessee road.” 
The street commissioner selected a 
difficult 
piece of road 
on 
Summit 
street, with a steep grade and a sharp 
curve—Jest the spot for quick destruc­ 
tion of a road by the automobile end 
heavy traffic and an equally advanta­ 
geous place for observation of the ef­ 
fect of the strong wind. 
A preparation of molasses, lime end 
of! was mixed with a smell amount of 
cement end spread on the aurface hot 
The liquid in the mixture percolated to 
the substratum of rock end made a 
surface of from two to three Inches of 
heavy binding materiel. 
That section 
has passed the tests of winter, and to­ 
day the surface la so hard that consid­ 
erable force is required to dent it with 
a pickax. 
It is not slippery, It gives a firm 
footing for horses, and automobiles do 
not skid. 
On this section of Summit 
street are located fine residences end 
a large school for girls, end today, 
with the windows open, no irritating 
particles of dirt are driven into the 
dwellings. 
Any one who takes a look et Sum­ 
mit street Is not likely to gibe et the 
“molasses road.” 
It is said to be 
expensive than street watering. 


Hog Notes. 
Stout bones are of vital importance. 
The slow maturing hogs bring slow 
profits. 
Dry, clean nests for the pigs are 
about right. 
The dairy hog offers a great market 
for sklinmilk, silage, corn and alfalfa. 
The cows pay tile running exp ose* 
of the farm, and the hogs build the 
bank account. 
Growing pig* on pasture is the right 
method. 
The habit of grazing Is good 
for them. 
Not only is the feed good, 
but the exercise also. 


Maintaining tbs Highways. 
The New York State Automobile as­ 
sociation has indorsed a bill befora 
the legislature at Albany which pro­ 
vides for a tax on automobiles grad­ 
uated as to weight, the proceeds to be 
devoted to the maintenance of the Im­ 
proved highways of the state. On the 
basis of present registration an annuel 
income of $500,000 is expected from 
this source. 
The income from auto­ 
mobile registration fees in Massachu­ 
setts for eighteen months amounted 
to $145,000. which was used in road 
maintenance last year. 
But the state 
has built 770 miles of Improved road, 
which require for groper maintenance 
an expenditure of $300 a mile a year. 
It Is estimated that a law patterned 
after that recommended by the New 
York 
Automobile association 
would 
provide a sufficient Income in Massa­ 
chusetts to 
maintain 
the improved 
roads without a specific legislative ap­ 
propriation.
